White was in turn running ahead of 
Representative Charles West for the 
democratic senatorial nomination 
while Senator Simeon Fess was hav- 
ing no trouble at all outdistancing 
four opponents including “General” 
Coxey, of the famous march on 
Washington, 

Down in Arkansas Governor J. M. 
Futrell held a comfortable lead over 
Howard A. Reed for the democratic 
nomination for governor. 

Primaries were also held in Idaho 
where candidates for governor and 
for the state’s two congressional 
seats were being nominated but the 
counting was slow as there was a full 
slate of state officers to be chosen 
and no indieation was obtainable.

Roosevelt Believed Plan- 
ning Reorganization of 
NRA _ and “Thorough 
Study of Other Agencies 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(2)—A 
quick charting of NRA’s future and 
stock taking of all the alphabetical 
emergency agencies is planned Ly 
President Roosevelt. 

In conference today with Denald 
Richberg, Mr. Roosevelt arranged for 
a joint meeting Tuesday of the na- 
tional emergency council and national 
executive council, Richberg heads 
both agencies. 

Even before that, NRA’s place in 
American industry will receive the 
president’s attention. Richberg said 
on leaving the White House _ that 
within “a few days” he and Hugh 
S. Johnson will present suggestions 
to the chief executive for changes in 
the recovery organization. 

Agencies to Report. 

For consideration at next Tues- 
day’s meeting, it was learned that all 
emergency establishments have been 
directed to file up-to-the-minute re- 
ports.of their condition and problems. 
The emergency council will act as a 
clearing house to put the information 
before the president. 

Immediate interest dwelt on the 
outcome of the NRA talks. Blue 
Kagle direction of business has been 
the object of republican campaign at- 
tacks and only today was called ‘‘dic- 
tatorial” before the federal trade com- 
Mission, 

What Johnson and Richberg will 
suggest to Mr. Roosevelt was un- 
known in detail but NRA‘s chief al- 
ready has drafted recommendations 
for creating a board or commission 
to supplant his one-man rule over 
business, 

“Code administration is more than 
a one-man job,” Johnson has said. 

If Johnson's ideas were adopted, the 
group control would not be placed 
under the federal trade commission as 
has heen suggested by some, including 
Senator Nye, republican, North Da- 
kota. 

New Board.

a board of men experienced in NRA 
work, This board would take the 
place of the administrator. probably

Along with board direction, Johnson 
would couple a reorganization of 
NRA’‘s present setup in the interest of 
more efficient code enforcement.

STRETCH-OUT EVIL 
DRAWS WARNING 


Textile Workers to Fight 
Present Conditions, 
N.-Y. Gathering Told. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—()— 
Francis J. Gorman, first vice presi- 
dent of the United Textile Workers 
of America, declared today that in 
the union “there is a grim determina- 
tion not to continue under the pres- 
ent conditions in spite of conse 
quences.” 

Addressing 600 delegates at a spe 
cial convention called to consider fu- 
ture action, he asserted that the “evil 
of the stretch-out will be the chief 
cause of future strikes.” “Stretch- 
out,” it was explained, means increas- 
ing the number of looms per worker. 

“The workers today are at the end 
of their patience and do not propose 
to be lulled to sleep by talk and prom- 
ises,’ Gorman said. 

“Resolutions from all parts of the 
industry are now in the hands of the 
committee; they all agree and insist 
upon immediate action as the only pos- 
sible solution of this question of ma- 
chine loads.” 

At the time of the threatened tex- 
tile strike last spring, Gorman said, 
employers charged leaders of the union 
with promoting discord. 

“Our plan in calling this special 
convention is to demonstrate to all 
concerned that the leadership was 
merely reflecting the attitude of the 
membership who are suffering from 
these abuses,” he asserted. 

NRA Body Attacked. 

Findings of the NRA research and 
planning division on hour and wage 
requirements in the cotton textile in- 
dustry were attacked by Gorman, who 
said the problem could not be solved 
“by meaningless generalizations.” 

One finding of the division, quoted 
by Gorman, was that “when normal 
annual consumption of cotton in the 
United States is attained, it will re-

Strong Chinese Government 
Said Desired by Japanese 


(This is the twenty-sixth in Mr.‘ 
Clarke’s series on the Far East.) 

By FRANCIS W. CLARKE. 

TOKYO—(By Mail.)—As strange 
as it may sound to western ears, 
Japanese officials, financial and busi- 
ness leaders, and even the man in 
the street, are a unit in hoping that 
the Chinese may be able to develop a 
strong and efficient central govern- 
ment, able to develop the nation 
along modern lines. 

There are sound reasons for such 
an attitude—reasons that are far from 
being unselfish and that accordingly 


‘are the best evidence of the sincerity 


of the statements of good will by the 
Japanese toward a people who are 
supposed to be their arch enemies. On 
the part of the government, there is 
the conviction that a stable and mod- 


ernly-developed China will be q guar- 


and J K. | 


antee of improved conditions in the 
far east and Japan will thus he re- 
lieved of many of the problems she 
is now facing: the financiers.and busi- 
nessmen. know that a peaceful and 
well-ordered China will increase the 
opportunities for the sale of Japanese- 
manufactured goods, and the average 
Japanese citizen is well fed up with 
the continuous friction between the 
two countries. 


Asked whether the Japanese gov- 


rernment feels that there is hope for 


China, unaided, to work out her own 
salvation, either throygh the present 
governmental set up at Nanking, by 
some other form of government, or by 
the division of the nation into several 
smaller countries, as has heen sug- 
gested by many able commentators, 
the official spokesman of the Japa- 
nese foreign office replied: “We hope 
that China may work out her salva- 
tion—but heaven only knows how and 
when !” 

To the question as to whether 
Japan honestly desires to see China 
rescued from its present deplorable 
condition and its development into a 
modern nation, with a strong govern- 
ment, its masses educated and its nat- 
ural resources and transportation and 
communications systems developed, 
this same official unqualifiedly re- 
plied : 

“Japan earnestly desires to see 
China united, strong and prosperous, 
so that she may be able to co-operate 
with us in the performance of our 
common and high mission of contrib- 
uting to the advance of oriental cul- 
ture and civilization. 

“What Japan wants is peace, pros- 
perity and progress in east Asia; but

Senator To Reinforce 
Military Rule of New 
Orleans With New Laws 
To Hamstring Walmsley 


BATON ROUGE, La., Aug. 14.— 
(P)—Senator Huey P. Long's follow- 
ers in the Louisiana legislature to- 
night agreed upon a state constabu- 
lary which would be empowered to 


enforce state laws anywhere in Lou- 
isiana, 

The “state police bill” furnished the 
high spot in the armed political war- 
fare between Senator Long, the state 
administration leader and Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley in New Orleans 
as the legislature convened in extra- 
ordinary session upon formal call of 
Governor O. K. Allen. 

This proposal was taken as Sena- 
tor Long's backing up of his threat 
to break the resistance of Walmsley 
and his police force under the na- 
tional guard iftvasion of the voters’ 
registration office in New Orleans. 

An administration member of the 
legislature stated that the Long mem- 
bers in caucus had agreed to broaden 
the scope and personnel of the state 
bureau of criminal indentification, a 
fingerprint bureau, to give its offi- 
cers local powers in enforcement of 
state law. 

Such a bill was withdrawn at the 
last regular session after statewide 
opposition had been raised by mu- 
nicipal officers and citizens in heated 
mass meetings. 

Governor Allen tonight 
supplementary. proclamation adding 
the “suppression of lotteries and 
gambling” to his special session call. 

The governor under his “partial 
martial law” orders two weeks ago 
instructed the national guard to raid 
gambling and vice in New Orleans. 

Senator Long was in the _ house 
chamber after the session was called 
to order. He frequently conferred and 
joked on the floor with administra- 
tion leaders. 

In his attempts to throttle the may- 
or and his opposing police force, 
Long and his commander’ of the 
militia, Adjutant General Raymond 
H. Fleming ran afoul of the courts 
in New Orleans and Judge Nat W. 
Bond today ordered civil sheriffs to 
hale the adjutant general before the 
court for sentencing under a rule of 
contempt. : 

Long laughed at the New Orleans 
court as he was stopped in the legis- 
lative corridors and informed _ that 
Judge Bond had held him guilty of 
conspiracy with Fleming for ignoring 
an order of the court issued 10 days 
ago demanding dismissal of the troops 
from the voters’ registration office in 
New Orleans. 

“Is that .so’” said the Kingfish in 
much gesticulation.

IOE G. STEWART, 62, 
FATALLY INJURED 
IN S STORY PLUNGE 


Veteran Theaterman Was 

Despondent Over Long 
Ill Health; Underwent 
100 Operations Here. 


Joe G. Stewart, 62, of 836 St. 
Charles avenue, veteran Atlanta thea- 
terman, died at Grady hospital Tues- 
day night of injuries received earlier 
in the day when he leaped from the 
third floor of the Gould building at 
9 Edgewood avenue, just a few doors 
from Five Points. Stewart was de- 
spondent over long ill health which 
had sent him to hospitals here for 
more than 100 operations. 

Both of his legs were broxen, one 
ankle was fractured, and internal in- 
juries were incurred in the leap. At 
the hospital he told attending pbysi- 
cians that he had attempted suicide 


because of ill health. 
Stewart was for many years con- 


nected with the theater business. Hef 


was manager of the old DeGive Opera 
House and had known stage celebri- 
ties of several generations. 

His ill health had caused him to 
undergo more than 100 operations 
and for the last seven years he had 
spent a large part of his time in hos- 
pitals. Swallowing of some _ tooth 
brush bristles started his trouble, and 
the majority of the operations had 
been upon his throat. 

Some bristles were removed in the 
first of more than 96 operations on 
the throat. During ‘one operation he 
had cataracts removed from both 
eyes at the same time surgeons were 
working on his throat. He had fre- 
quently been forced to go without 
food for days, and had been on a 
liquid diet for the last year. The last 
time he was in the hospital, however, 
it was for a broken ankle. On his 
operation list was one in which a 
silver plate was put in his head when 
his skull was fractured by the fall of 
some stage scenery. 

Stewart jumped from the window 
Tuesday while his wife sat in their 
automobile a.few yards away. wait- 
ing for him to finish a conference 
with a friend. 

The body was taken to the estab- 
lishment of Sam Greenberg & Com- 
pany where funeral arrangements will 
be announced. He is survived by his 
wife, one daughter, Clarice Stewart, 
and a sister, Mrs, J. N. Lagomarsino. 
He was a member of the Elks and of 
the Knights of Columbus. 


3-Judge Court Te Hear

well-to-do London brewer, and de 


manded ransom reported to be $150,- 
000 for his release. 

A few hours after Labatt disap- 
peared in the course of a motor trip 
from Sarnia to London, his brother, 
Hugh Labatt, went to Toronto, where 
he had been instructed in a note to 
obtain the ransom money and wait for 
instructions. 

First Kidnaping. 

Provincial police at Toronto and at 
Sarnia began an investigation of the 
ease, which they declared was the 
first kidnaping to be found in Cana- 
(ian criminal records. 

The family had been warned, it was 
learned, in a note not to notify the 
tolice and to get the ransom within 
=4 hours under threat of death or 
injury to Labatt. 

Police accitred to give any indi- 
cation of whether details of the crime 
had been communicated to them, but 
at the previncial n»iice headquarters 
at Teronto it was indicated that noth- 
ing was krown of the journey un- 
id rtaken by Hugh Labatt. 

't was revealed here that a note 
left at the - Labatt 
signed “Three-Fingered Abe” and 
that the brother was told to get $150.- 
000 in Toronto and wait for further 
word. 

John Labatt, who is about 545 vears 
old and is a prominent figure in busi- 
ness, social and sports circles, started 
at 9:30 a. m. today from Sarnia for 
London. 

Anto Found. 

The automobile he was driving was 
found later outsile St. coseph’s hos- 
pital here, its location having been 
revealed by the ransom note which 
was delivered to the Labatt residence 
on Central avenue. 

As news of the kidnaping became 
public in midafternoon a strong guard 
of provincial policemen and _ volun- 
teers was thrown around the summer 
home of the brewer at Sarnia Beach. 

Police kept all persons away from 
the building, which has been occupied 
by the Lebatts for the last three sum- 
mers. 

The kidnaped n.an’s three children 
—John Jr., 6; Mary, 4, and Arthur, 
not yet a year old—were reported to 
be in the home, and it was indicated 
that the guard was for their protec- 
tion. 

The family was stated to have 
taken precaution against kidnaping of 
che children as far back as last sum- 


mer. 

(The Sarnia Beach home is about 
10 miles from Sarnia, which is direet- 
lr across the St. Claire river from 
Pert Huron, Mith. about 50 miles 
from Detroit.) 

Threats Keceived. 

It was learned also that threats 
against the Labatt children were re- 
ceived as late as three weeks ago. 

Considerable secrecy surrounded 
Hugh Labatt’s journey to Toronto. 
The note did not tell them where in 
that city the ransom was to be paid. 

The route he was to follow in 
motoring to Toronto was mapped out 
in detail, however, giving rise to the 
theory :e would be met on the high- 
way or be given further instruction 
in some manner before reaching his 
destination. 

Local police took charge of the car 
after being called by the family at 
the time the note was received, but

News Behind the News 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


ORIENTAL DIPLOMACY WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.— The 


origin of those recurrent Russo- 
Japanese war stories has long been a diplomatic secret. You 
may remember that the Russians were very certain the early part 
of this year that they would be attacked in April. They even massed 
troops in readiness. 

It can now be disclosed that their information came from the 
Japanese themselves. The Russian ambassador to Tokyo last win- 
ter was unable to get any satisfactory information concerning Japan’s 
attitude from Tokyo officials, so he decided to go directly to Gen- 
eral Araki, leader of the Japanese militarists and the political boss 
of Japan. He asked Araki directly if he thought war was imminent. 

To his amazement, Araki said that war was inevitable and that it 
would start in April. 


BACKGROUND Al! information from other sources confirmed 
this view, so the Russians took Araki at his 
word. 

The story is being cited by eminent Japanese authorities as 
proof that the militarists do not always have their way in Tokyo. 
Those who have had experience with oriental diplomacy may draw 
their own conclusions as to Araki’s motives. 

The incident, however, encourages our best diplomatic authori- 
ties to believe that the current Russo-Japanese difficulties over the 
Manchurian railway are not a harbinger of immediate war, but just 
a little oriental haggling over price. Most competent authorities 
here now believe an eventual Russo-Japanese war is inevitable, but 
they would be surprised if it comes soon. 

Meanwhile, our diplomats are secretly half. glad the far eastern 
cauldron is bubbling again. 

They will not admit it openly, but they have noted that the 
Russians come running to us every time the Japanese threaten. 
Thus it may now have a very beneficial effect on perplexing debt 
problems which we now have pending with Russia. 


AGILITY The way President Roosevelt squeezed himself shrewd- 

ly through the far eastern difficulties during his Ha- 
waiian visit is causing his associates to comment again on his po- 
litical agility. 

One pitfall he avoided was dug deliberately by a well-known 
Chinese political leader. This politician left Shanghai for Hono- 
lulu, announcing publicly that he was going to see Mr. Roosevelt. 
The sensitive Tokyo press played it up big, suspecting it spelled 
danger for Japan. 

When the Chinese arrived at Honolulu, he again announced he 
would see Mr. Roosevelt, and again the Japanese press boiled. 

The presidential party was forewarned against the dangerous 
diplomatic possibilities of such a meeting, and the Chinese poli- 
tician was delicately, politely and firmly given the runaround. He 


hever even got near Mr. Roosevelt. 
DANGER eit is now safe to relate that many of Mr. Roosevyelt’s 
handy men were worried about the personal danger 

involved in his Hawaiian visit.. They feared some Japanese Zangara 
might/ decide to become a human bomb and explode himself all 
around the place. 

Actually there was not a single inside episode, during the visit, 
involving the safety of the chief executive. 

Indeed, some members of the presidential party observed (prob- 
ably with some exaggeration that there were as many or more Japa- 
nese waving American flags in Hawaii than there were Americans. 


EFFICIENCY The ways of government are hard to understand. 
Consider the situation of an exceptionally able 

young engineer, with 25 years’ experience in his line. He wanted 
a job with the housing commission. He had civil service rating and 
was a war veteran and, therefore, by law, entitled to priority. His 
political pull was exceptional. He had the indorsement of a cabinet 
officer and several of the most influential democratic leaders. He 
could not have had more pull if Miss Democracy herself had okayed 
him. 

Yet, for two weeks he tramped the corridors of the mighty, 
,unable to get even any satisfaction, and he is still tramping. 
It only goes to show what chance an ordinary fellow has to get 
a government job when a man like that cannot get on. 

It also shows confusion and inefficiency in the patronage set-up.

The usual definition of a snob is a rich man who is “stuck up” be- 
cause of his money. Like most popular definitions, it is inaccurate and 
inadequate. 

The dictionary defines a snob as one who has an excessive regard 
for wealth and social standing. 

This definition is unsatisfactory, also, for one may scorn both wealth 


The snob pretends to be something he isn’t because he is ashamed 
of what he is; or he is proud of the wrong things and ashamed of the 
wrong things; or he has too much regard for qualities peculiar to the 
few, and too little respect for qualities common to the many. 

If good birth makes him a snob, his rank among the well-born is 
never the highest. He apes and venerates those above him, yet feeds 
his vanity with the knowledge that he is one of their class. He regards 
wealth, learning and achievement as matters of secondary importance. 
Birth alone makes people superior, and he is therefore scornfully supe- 
rior to nine-tenths of the race. 

If wealth makes him a snob, he regards possessions as the one proof 
of human excellence. The poor are “the common people.” Learning, 
good birth and accomplishment other than momey-making are things that 
matter little. He demands deference because he is rich; stands in awe 


of men who are richer, and dismisses a nobody with the contemptuous 


query: “Huh! what has he got?” 

If learning makes him a snob, he regards as inferior animals all of 
those who know less. The rich and the noble and the doers of great 
works deserve no respect if they have no degrees to attest their knowl- 
edge. They are morons, He delights in making them blink by using words 
unknown to them. 

lf poverty or want of education makes him a snob, he is never free 
of shame. He apologizes for being a common worker. He reddens pain- 
fully when asked where he was educated. He cringes in the presence 
of the rich and the learned. He makes pathetic effort to hide his poverty 
and his want of schooling, and hates those of his own knid because he 
is one of them. 

Whatever the cause of his snobbery, the result is silly.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Mon- 
etary realism—the art of feeling 
your way to a standard—is not new 
in world history. Hence, President 
Roosevelt’s latest move to. nation- 
alize silver and issue $80,000,000 sil- 
ver certificates should not be taken 
as an alarming bent toward infla- 
tion. 

It really isn’t. Currency backed 
by metal is as old as finance itself. 
Whether money shall be backed by 
gold or by silver or by both is a 
matter of national concern. But as 
a broad permanent policy it is usu- 
ally influenced by international con- 
siderations. 

There are no international stand- 
ards today. The old gold standard 
has gone by the boards. The world 
is on a barter basis, with gold less 
and less available as a medium for 
clearing trade balances between coun- 
tries. 

What happens for the time being 
inside the United States as to me- 
tallic reserves is a matter of internal) 
policy, but international § arrange- 
ment.

Redistribution of gold, so that 
each nation may have a more equita-

‘“‘Horses understand some people better. There is 

a sort of—what do you call it?—mental telepathy be- 

tween them. Some fellows can take a horse and make 

him go faster than anyone else just by holding those 

reins and sending messages out of the fingers,” said 

Billy Lotz.

“Trotting and pacing are not natural gaits,” you 
know, said Uncle Billy, warming to his subject.

“And a trotting horse covers a lot of ground. They run 
heats and they are often scored three or four times before they 
ret off to a good start. It’s great,’”’ he said. ‘And it takes a 
horse with heart to go.”

OLD-TIME FIRE FIGHTING. 
IlI—Fire Escapes. 

A century ago people did not work 
in “skyscrapers ;” but there were some 
buildings several stories high. These 
buildings, largely hotels, were likely 
to be “fire traps,” since they seldom 
had outdoor fire escapes of any kind.

The loss of life when burning stair- 
ways cut off chance of escape, led 
men to figure new ways to save those 
who were trapped. A Frenchman 
tested out a pair of umbrellas, stontly 
made, and leapt without harm from 
an upper story to the ground. He sup- 
posed his invention would help people 
who were caught in a fire, but it 
turned out to be of no special value, 
except to suggest a parachute for 
balloons. (We know that a common 
umbrella would turn inside out in 
such a case, but the Frenchman's 
“umbrellas” were specially made to 
prevent that.) 

Ladders were used by firemen from 
very early days. They were placed 
on the side of burning buildings, and 
men.climbed them to carry down peo- 
ple who were trapped. 

There was danger in that, however, 


for the fireman might lose his balance 
and fall. Several inventors have de- 
vised ways for people to use ropes 
and pulleys to slide to safety; but 
these have not taken the place of the 
ladder. “ 

Firemen’s ladders of many kinds 
have been invented, some of them 
short and fitted so that they can be 
“hooked” to window ledges, 

In thousands of cases, firemen have 
saved lives by the use of ladders. As 
one little example we may take the 
case of a woman who was trapped on 
the seventh floor of a New York hotel 
in 1899. She screamed for help, and 
the firemen set up a long ladder which 
reached to the fifth floor. The fire 
chief and two men carried short “scal- 
ing ladders” up the long, shaky Jad- 
der, and fitted them to window ledges. 
One man at last reached the seventh 
story. and with great danger to him- 
self carried the woman down toward 
a narrow ledge at the fifth story. Just 
before he got to that ledge, the lower 
part of one of the scaling ladders 
broke off; and if the fire chief had 
not been there to steady them, they 
would almost surely have fallen to 
their death. 

As it was, they came safely to the 
ledge. When the woman caught her 
breath, she said that someone ought .to 
go back to the seventh story of the 
burning building to save her pet dog. 
The fire chief told her that the first 
duty was to take her safely to the 
ground. Then all went down the long, 
shaky ladder. 

Hotels and other tall buildings of 
modern kind have metal stairways on 
the outside, and these make excellent 
fire escapes.

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“Children of the best parents are 
often the worst,” says an old proverb. 
Best is not in terms of parenthood, 
however, but in relation to social 
adaptation, as generally approved.

It is true, I guess, that the average 
child in the more well-to-do neighbor- 
hoods is a better citizen than the 
average child in the poorer sections. 
But we are appalled at the large num- 
ber of children in the suburban areas 
who don’t seem to have learned at 
home the alphabet of good citizenship, 
in terms of regard for the rights and 
possessions of others. Vandalism by - 
children living in “good”  neighbor- 
hoods is not at all unusual these days. 
Teachers in the schools of some of the 
“best” residential areas will tell you 
that some of the school children have 
very little regard for authority. 

The other day, the campfire commit- 
tee of a large city was discussing a 
serious control problem with certain 
groups in the five “best” suburbs. 
“They will break up furniture and 
raise bedlam,” was the consensus of 
the group. A certain religious educs- 
tor in a wealthy area revealéd to me 
his worry at the disrespect for church 
property revealed by the children in 
his Sunday school. 

As measured by school, economic, 
educational standards, these children 
come from highly favored homes. A 
large percentage of the parents are 
professional persons, business and 
civic leaders in the metropolitan area. 
Most of them from old-line families 
with cherished traditions back of 
them. What traditions will some eof 
their children have to pass on to their 
great-great-grandchildren?

An Oversupply of Aces. 

In the play of any bridge hand the 
combined trick-taking resources of 
both sides must amount to exactly 
13 tricks—never more. But the pos- 
sible supply of tricks after each deal 
is usually far in excess of the re- 
quired 13. If all the suit lengths in 
the four hands were developed to their 
maximum  trick-producing capacity, 
there would be many more than 18 
potential winners available, and since 
only the first 13 can be counted, the 
rest must be sacrificed. Consider that 
if each player held a complete suit, 
one 13 spades, another 13 hearts, ets. 
—which various romanticists and 


practical jokers cause to occur prac-|| 


tically every day by stacking the cards 
—each player at the table would hold 
18 potential trick winners, but only 
he who obtained the final contract 
would actually obtain any of those lit- 
tle packets of four cards each to put 
in front of him. This almost impos- 
sible case has its counterpart, though 
in less degree, every day. 

Sometimes even aces at no-trump 
must be sacrificed to the pressure of 
time, and in one remarkable hand all 
four aces remained to the very last 
trick, at which time they all fell to- 
gether—the ace which was led winning 
the trick and the other three, despite 
their exalted rank, being of no more 
value than though they had been hum- 
ble deuces.

South dealt and bid one club. After 

Fest passed, North bid one diamond, 
East passed and South bid one no- 
trump. North raised to two no- 
trump and South carried the bidding 
to three no-trump, which was the 
final contract. 
”" West opened the five of hearts, 
which East won with the King, re- 
tugning the heart Jack. South cov- 
ered with the Queen, but West was 
now in a peculiar predicament; if 
South had the heart ten he had a 
stopper, and even if East held the 
heart 10 and South had no stopper, 
his suit would be blocked and West’s 
small hearts could never be used. 
West therefore decided to duck and 
hope that East held the heart 10, 
which he could overtake on the next 
lead and run the entire suit. South 
therefore held the trick and led the 
diamond jack, which he finessed to 
East’s king. 

Upon winning the diamond king 
East saw that he must try desperate- 
ly to put the lead into West’s hand 
so that the balance of the heart suit 
could be realized. His best chance 
seemed to be to hope that South held 
the spade king but dot the queen, and 
that if he (East) led a small spade 
South would guess wrong and finesse 
to Dummy’s jack. East therefore led 


the spade four, which South’s king, 


won, 

At this point South could have 
claimed the balance of the tricks, but 
his sense of the esthetic was too great 
and he saw the opportunity for a most 
amusing climax. South therefore 
played a small club and took tricks 
with Dummy’s king and queen. He 
then led the four of diamonds from 
Dummy, winning with his 
nine, and cashed the jack and 10 of 
clubs, on which he discarded the last 
two spades from Dummy. Dummy’s 
hand now consisted of nothing but 
solid diamonds. South’s third diamond 
was led and Dummy won the 10, then 
ran off the queen and five. On the 
thirteenth trick the Dummy had re- 
maining the ace of diamonds.

When 
North’s diamond ace was led, the 
four aces fell, one by one, around the 
table, constituting probably the most 
remarkable trick in all the history 
of bridge. 

Granted that North and South held 
one trick too many, so that the ulti- 
mate result of the hand in tricks won 
would have been apparent almost to 
a blind man, there can be no better 
illustration of how easily possible it 
is that high cards which would win 
a trick, could they but be led, can be 
sacrificed to the factor of time and 
fall valueless on someone else's win- 
ning lead.
